SOFT VINYL SCHOOL PRODUCTS ARE GIVING 
US CANCER, ACCORDING TO A REPORT BY 
ENVIRONMENTAL DEFENCE 








Between dodging the cavalcade of strollers full of screaming 
infants and fighting over the remaining stock on the shelves, 
shopping for school supplies sucks. But would you believe that 
it might actually be fatal? 

A report released by Environmental Defence, a Canadian ad- 
vocacy group that works with the public and organizations to 
address environmental concerns, has labelled dozens of seem- 
ingly innocent school supplies as health hazards — their com- 
mon link being a family of carcinogens known as phthalates. 
And executive director Rick Smith is asking consumers to 
carefully evaluate their choices when buying school supplies to 
avoid these toxins. 

“It's very clear now that some of the more serious pollut- 
ants linked to human disease are not necessarily things coming 
out the top of belching smokestacks or car tailpipes,” he says. 
“They're'¢ chemicals that are ingredients in consumer products 
in our mes. oe 

Phthalates are synthetic oils that soften plastics such as vinyl 
to make it easier for manufacturers to mould the material into 
everything from pencil kits and backpacks to binders, lunch- 
boxes, and paper clips. They also help grooming products and 
retain their artificial scents. The chemical is absorbed 
the 














and can be transferred through breast milk to

linked phthalates to breast and pros- 

ved to be a hormone disrupter that 
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simply the poison plastic,” Smith says. “From the way it’s manu- 
factured to the toxic ingredients that leach out of it, evaporate 
off it during use, all the way through to its disposal.” 

Smith co-authored Death by Rubber Duck: How the Toxic 
Chemistry of Everyday Life Affects Our Health, in which he 
tested the ease with which certain unassuming household prod- 
ucts raised phthalate levels in his bloodstream. His findings 
were quite shocking: he switched out his usual shampoo, con- 
ditioner, and shaving cream for products that contained phtha- 
lates. After just two days, his phthalate blood count increased by 
22 times from 64 nanograms per millilitre to 1,410 nanograms 
per millilitre. 

“When you mention the word ‘pollution,’ the first image that 
springs to most people's minds is a belching smokestack,” says 
Smith, who clearly loves the phrase ‘belching smokestack.’ 
“Most people don’t think of pollution as the stuff they buy that's 
sitting around their homes oozing its ingredients in various 
ways — that you sit on and absorb through your skin, the stuff 
in your kitchen that you cook or store food in.” 

Smith isn’t the first person to feel this way. Despite lobbying 
from the vinyl industry claiming its products are perfectly safe, 
the European Union began to ban the substance in the 1990s, 
and just last year George Bush took similar action in the U.S. 

So what are our school boards and governments doing to pro- 
tect us? 

According to Lori Nagy, spokesperson for the Edmonton

responsibility for conscientious shopping rests with students 
and their parents. 

“In this case,” she says, “it's a larger community issue which 
would be governed by Health Canada, and parents should take 
guidance from the federal regulatory bodies in regard to these 
sorts of products. The federal government and its regulatory 
bodies have provided information and they have put awareness 
out there, and it's up to parents to be aware of these policies.” 

Those policies were set forth on Jan. 29 when the federal gov- 
ernment introduced the Canada Consumer Product Safety Act 
to address consumer product concerns. A ban on the use of six 
phthalates in the production of children’s soft vinyl toys was is- 
sued under the CCPSA on June 19, 

However, Smith says that's not nearly enough. “Our simple- 
minded point,” he says, “is if these chemicals in vinyl are dan- 
gerous enough to ban in children’s toys why don't we just get rid : 
of it entirely?” 

Because according to the federal government (or at least 
Stephane Shank, a spokeperson for Heath Canada in Ottawa), 
“The average Canadian is not considered to be at risk of phtha- — 
late exposure from soft vinyl products.

Care Debacle

The only thing that gets 
Canadians as fired up is picking the 
members of Team Canada for the 
Vancouver Olympics. 


system befell them 

Mrs. Joe got throat cancer, suffered 
through four throat operations, and 
had to live nearly eight months with 
a tracheotomy. As someone who can 
barely tolerate having a frog in my 
throat, 1 can only imagine how ter- 
rible that must have been. The only 
option to get rid of the trach was a 
total resection of her throat, a risky

Mrs. Joe told her bosses that she 
was going in for major surgery, and 
her generous employer responded by 
firing her without cause. Joe doesn’t 
know why, but in the state where 
they lived, it was all perfectly legal 
They had purchased limited medical 
coverage on their own, but it covered 
only a portion of her medical bills 
over the next year. (Joe’s medical in- 
surance for Mrs, Joe and their two 
kids came to $480 a month, but that 
was for minimal coverage — co-pays 
of about a third for prescriptions, no 
eye or dental, about $30 per doctor 
visit. Full coverage with only about 
10 to 15 percent co-pays would cost 
them easily $1,100 per month.) 

But the surgery had to be done, and 
paid for, Billing was a bureaucratic 
hell 

“As for hospital coverage, you don’t 
get one bill,” Joe says. “Everyone in-

The bottom line is the U.S. system 
is wonderful for those who can af- 
ford it, and a financial disaster in the 
waiting for those who cannot. This 
week, I present a true story of one 
Canadian’s experience with the great 
American health-care system, and 
how it nearly ruined him financially. 

The victim of my story is a guy I 
will call Joe. (Joe’s not his real name, 
although I actually did know a guy 
named Joe, but this story is not about 
that guy. Is that clear?) Joe didn’t 
want his real name used in case the 
story worked its way down to the 
U.S. Joe doesn’t realize that 1 am not 
quite that popular. 

Joe, whom I have known since 
my years at the Edmonton Exam- 
iner, went to the Excited States of 
America with his new bride to start 
a new career. Joe is not a kid, so pick- 
ing up your Edmonton roots for an 
adventure in a foreign country takes 
a lot of guts — a lot more than | 
have, anyway. 

Things were going pretty well for 
Joe and Mrs. Joe. They didn’t hit the 
pot o’ gold by any means, but they 
were doing OK. That is, until bad 
luck and the American health-care 


voices you separately for everything 
You get a bill for the hospital stay, 
one for each of the doctors, another 
bill for the anesthesiologist. Even 
one from the anesthesiologist's as- 
sistant. The pills you pay for may 
have a different co-pay in the hospi- 
tal than from the drug store, and so 
the story goes. The co-pays for each 
of these are all different. For what it 
is worth, we are still figuring it out. 
Oh, and when you can't pay, all sorts 
of different collection agencies keep 
calling, non-stop.” 

They did everything they could 
outside of declaring bankruptcy to 
pay off the medical bills, borrowing 
close to $60,000 to pay off their 
medical debts (which totalled about 
$80,000 in all). Amazingly, they did 
it, but Mrs. Joe was out of work and 
Joe’s income wasn't enough. So she 
came back to Canada to work while 
he stayed in the States. 

A sad, only-in-America kind of 
story. Near-bankruptcy, 
bills, and a couple forced apart. 
But it only gets sadder, and more 
American. 

As incredibly bad luck would have

ALBERTA: BUDGET 
PROVINCE PLUNGES INTO THE RED 





After years of budget surpluses — riches 
that enabled the Alberta Conservatives to 
literally give away money — the provincial 
government is facing a $6.9 billion deficit, 
largely due to plummeting natural gas 
prices. 

The deficit is $2.2 billion higher than the 


| province predicted in its April budget, a far 


cry from the days when the government 
sent $400 cheques to every Albertan. And 
while Finance Minister Iris Evans says there’s 
“no doubt” that the $1.4 billion the province 
gave away in that 2006 exercise would 
come in handy now, she's unapologetic 


| about her government's past spending 
| decisions. emer 


“I'm not going to second-guess yesterday,” 


| she says. 


But yesterday's bad decisions created 
the current situation, University of Calgary 
economist Ron Kneebone says. “Any of us 
running our households recognizes that 
if our incomes are very volatile, we don't 
base our spending on our incomes when 
they're high,” he says. “Instead, we base our 
spending patterns on when our incomes are 
low and we save during the good times... It’s 
good risk management, and it's something 
the government has failed to do.” 

The government plans to deal with the 
deficit by pulling $6.9 billion from its $17 bil- 
lion Sustainability Fund and asking bureau- 
crats to trim $430 million from government 
spending, Jeremy Klaszus 


ALBERTA - HEALTH CARE 
DOC WAGES TOO HIGH, SAYS SWANN 


The province's tentative plan to pay some 
doctors upwards of $500 an hour if the HINI 
pandemic escalates into a public state of 
emergency is getting a thumbs-down from 
the Alberta Liberal leader, who is himself a 
doctor. 

The Alberta Medical Association (AMA) 
has told its members that they could make 
over $400 per hour for evenings and over 
$500 for night shifts if the province declared 
a state of emergency. 

David Swann calls the plan a “failure of 
stewardship" on the government's part. “It 
reflects a very poor relationship between 
this administration and health profession- 
als,” Swann says. “If they had a healthy 
relationship with health professionals in 
this province, they wouldn't even be talking 
about that level of pay." 

But AMA president Noel Grisdale says 
that's not the case. “Physicians are going to 
be there to take care of patients regardless 
of pay,” he says. The wages could be that 
high, he says, because physicians wouldn't 
get sick pay and benefits like other health 
employees if they had to miss work during 
an emergency. 

“| agree that that’s a big number, and the 
idea that physicians would be making that 
on an ongoing basis, long-term — that's not 
what we're talking about,” says Grisdale. 
“We're talking about a state of public emer- 
gency, and the details of who and how that 
would apply, under what situations, still 
need to be worked out.” —Jeremy Klaszus

The issue at hand kicked off a 
couple weeks ago. It surrounds the 
CRTC provisionally handing over to 
Bell the right to impose usage-based 


the ridiculous prison sentence in 
Canada. Never mind quality of op- 
tions. I mean, did you know for years 
now you've been able to walk into a 
convenience store in Japan and pay 
for your groceries instantly with a 
cellphone scanner, then continue to 
watch any TV channel live for the 
rest of the ride home? 

If Bell has its way, it appears, the 
Internet would be as customer-un- 
friendly as its wireless devices, per- 
haps eventually charging increasing 
prices for content by each and every 
byte. The ISP underdogs who rent 
Bell’s pipes have fewer caps on band- 
width, which of course makes savvy 
customers happy. Starting in No- 
vember, if this CRTC empowerment 
goes through, Bell can easily price 
its competition out of the market. 
They'll claim they need the money to 
keep competitive and maintain their 
infrastructure, the building of much 
of which was generously helped 
along with federal grants in the first

billing on the backs of its wholesale 
customers, namely smaller Internet 
Service Providers (ISPs) — which 
have survived by presenting a better 
deal than the multi-tentacled Bell. 

Ask its wireless clients: Bell is quite 
at home with gouging its customers, 
and along with Rogers and Telus is 
a happy co-conspirator in Canada, 
widely considered one of the worst 
environments for cellphone users in 
the developed world.

But give him the Canadian 
health-care system, warts and all, 
any day. 

“Say what you will about the Cana- 
dian medical system,” he concludes,

tem hands down. There are a lot of 
things I love about living in the Unit- 
ed States, but it is truly a privilege 
to have Canada to come back home

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SENIORS’ HOUSING IN ST. 
ALBERT WAS MADE POSSIBLE 
BY ANEW APARTMENT 
CONSTRUCTION METHOD 





Thanks to an innovative new hous- 
ing initiative, 48 seniors will soon be 
moving into “cubes” trucked 100 ki- 
lometres from a factory in Barrhead 
and stacked as apartments next to St. 
Albert's North Ridge Lodge seniors’ 
home. 

“There’s a need for the lower-in- 
come seniors to have a good facility 
and this will fill that niche,” says Jer- 
ry Kaup, chairman of the non-profit 
Sturgeon Foundation. “It's probably 
the best deal in town for the low- 
income seniors.” 

There are currently 150 people 
vying for spots in the new com- 
plex, which should be complete in 
December. 

Theresa Savoie is a low-income se- 
nior currently living at North Ridge 


Lodge. She has watched St. Albert 
grow since she was three years 
old and says that even with all the 
changes she’s witnessed, the cubes 
are definitely odd. 

“I’ve never seen that done be- 
fore,” she says. “I’ve seen houses 
that were made and moved be- 
fore, but for apartments? That 
surprised me.” 

The idea of using the factory-made 
rental units is common in several 
countries, including Sweden and Ja- 
pan, but this is one of the first times 
it has been used to build an apart- 
ment complex in Alberta. The pro- 
cess has been a godsend, according 
to the province and the municipali- 
ties involved, who say pre-fabricated 
construction has huge environmen- 
tal and cost benefits. 

“It's greener, there’s no question 
about that,” says project co-ordinator 
Gord White, president of Integrated 
Management and Realty Ltd. “The 


timeline is certain and cost savings 
relate to time. Time is money. We're 
completed in about 50 per cent of 
the time compared with convention- 
al construction. The quality is equal 
or superior. | mean, the quality of 
the product when you're building in 
a controlled environment in the fac- 
tory is always more secure.” 

The money saved from the pre- 
fab process will be passed on to the 
tenants, though Kaup could not pro- 
vide specific figures because North 
Ridge bases rents on the incomes of its 
seniors. 

The project will cost an estimated 
$12 million and was built withthe re- 
gional co-operation of several juris- 
dictions. The Sturgeon Foundation, 
a group that works to provide afford- 
able housing for seniors, spearhead- 
ed the project with the help of Inte- 
grated Management. The province 
donated the land, worth an estimated 
$12 million.

Alberta has a deficit of $6.9 billion. 

That's the big news that came out of 
Iris Evans’ first-quarter economic update 
this week, and a historic minus sign on the 
province's books. When we heard from the 
finance minister a year ago, she predicted 
an $8 billion surplus. While we know energy 
prices are volatile, we can't understand how 
this government could have miscalculated 
the province's finances so badly. 

Premier Ed Stelmach’s current strategy 
is simply to hold on for better times. He 
has pledged not to raise taxes, and has 
Said he's hesitant to start making cuts to 
the civil service. The government will eat 
into the sustainability fund to cover the 
deficit, and Evans told the CBC she expects 
the economy to recover before the fund is 
tapped out. But given the circumstances 
and this government's past fiscal record, we 


simply can't take that at face value. Hold on, 


because the cuts are coming. 





AltaLink and Atco are going ahead with de- 
sign work and environmental assessments 
for a 500-kV power line between Calgary 
and Edmonton. 

They got the go-ahead despite clear op- 
position, and the fact that the government 
legislation to eliminate the legal require- 
ment for a hearing hasn't been passed yet. 

In other words, the Stelmach government 
can't even wait long enough to change the 
rules in favour of their corporate buddies 
before they give an initial thumbs-up to a 
project that landowners and citizens have 
vocally challenged. 

And consumers are going to foot the bill, 
even though the line could be used to sell 
power to the U.S. 

‘As Joe Anglin, the spokesperson for the 
landowners group that has been fighting 
this line, said in a release: “Before we spend 
acent, we need a full and complete trans- 
parent review of what the public needs.” 
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Sen. Edward Kennedy died this week, after 
4] years in the U.S. Senate. | 
Although certainly born to privilege, and 

a family that propelled him into politics ina 
way few others could have, Kennedy took his 

elevated position as an opportunity to help 
the less fortunate in American society. 
Instead of skipping out after a few obliga- 
tory terms in office, Kennedy stuck with 
it for decades, guiding a huge number of 
important bills though the Senate. 
He pushed bills to end discrimination 
in schools based on gender and physical 
disability, changed immigration laws that 
discriminated against non-Europeans, 
standardize the process for asylum seekers, 





raised the minimum wage for the first time 
in 10 years in 2007, and of course, spent 
decades pushing for health care reform. 
Given the current mad debate on health 
care south of the border, his energy and 
guidance will no doubt be missed.

SHIRTLESS RACERS SURF 
THE PAVEMENT IN THE THIRD 
ANNUAL ROGUE ENDURANCE 
RACE 





The chilly morning air didn't seem to 
bother the dozen or so teenaged boys 
wearing extra-short athletic shorts 
and white undershirts on Sunday 
morning in Hermitage Park. They 


sailed down the parking lot on un= 


usually long skateboards to join the 
ever-growing mass of people milling 
about under a banner. All around 
was the distinctive sound of sneak- 
ers dragging on concrete as groups 
of skaters braked and found their 
place in the starting line-up. On- 
lookers and supporters mingled on 
the neighbouring grass, and several 
dogs ran back and forth between the 
racers and the crowd until an an- 
nouncement broke through the chat- 
ter. “Please put your dogs on a leash 
until the race starts,” it hollered. “We 
don’t want a bunch of injured dogs 
and injured riders.” 

Following a quick rundown of the 
tules, two riders emerged from the 
trees and ran to join the pack with 
seconds to spare, Both were wearing 
what appeared to be the preferred 
uniform of the day: knee-high sweat- 
socks, a bandana, and an ironic T-

shirt. “Move to the back,” someone 
hollered from the pack. “Hey, mom, 
take some sweet photos,” yelled an- 
other. Suddenly, 10 a.m. arrived with 
a blast of an airhorn and the thunder 
of hundreds of wheels on asphalt. 

Such was the scene as 145 long- 
boarders converged on our river 
valley trails for the third annual Rib- 
bon of Green Ultimate Endurance 
(ROGUE) race. It’s the first of its 
kind in Canada and the only long- 
boarding endurance race in Alberta. 

Longboards aren't your typical 
skateboard. To state the obvious, 
they're longer than the boards used 
for tricks or half-pipes, and they're 
heavier. Longboards also tend to 
have lower decks, which contributes 
to the fluid ride. For someone unfa- 
miliar with skateboards in general, 
longboarders look like concrete surf- 
ers, or asphalt boarders; movements 
are graceful and turns alternate 
from wide arcs to short carves. The 
ROGUE race was born along a 20-ki- 
lometre stretch of uninterrupted 
asphalt between Hermitage and Gov- 
ernment House parks — no cross- 
walks to break the flow, no gravel to 
disrupt the rhythm. 

Cruising 20 kilometres on a set 
of wheels doesn’t initially sound too 
difficult; after all, there’s plenty of 
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downhill to take advantage of, and 
it’s not like you're continually push- 
ing the board along with your foot. 
But in reality, the longboarder is 
basically doing squats for the entire 
ride to keep momentum going. For 
20 kilometres. That's a lot of squats. 

“It's really, really long,” says Alec 
Chomik, a 15-year-old competitor 
who's completed all three ROGUE 
races. “It's a lot of pain.” 

Chomik and his friends, Steffen 
Senchyna and Brad Rogers, were 
competing in the junior category. “I 
think I ranked in the 50s or the 60s,” 
says Rogers. “It's my first time rac- 
ing.” According to Senchyna, the 
race itself is fun but there's an ele- 
ment of personal achievement that 
comes before winning. “You pretty 
much go for 20 kilometres on a 
piece of wood with wheels. It’s hard. 
But next year, we're going to push 
even harder.” 

Less than an hour after starting 
the race in Hermitage Park, the fin- 
ish line was gearing up to welcome 
the first pack of riders off River Val- 
ley Road, Of the 145 riders, about 30 
are considered elite; their times were 
expected to be in or around the one- 
hour mark. By 10:45 a.m., the time- 
keepers were set up 20 kilometres 
down the line, anticipating the ar-

rival of this year's expected winner, 
Calgary's Paul Kent. 

They weren't disappointed: at 10:52 
a.m., the shirtless Kent made his ap- 
pearance at the top of the last hill 
of the course. He set a new ROGUE 
record this year, breaking his previ- 
ous time by two minutes, coming in 
at 52 minutes, 53 seconds. His clos- 
est competitor, Robert Collinge from 
Red Deer, crested the hill nearly four 
minutes later. 

Kent took home $1,000 and a cus- 
tom board. He made his way up from 
Calgary by hitchhiking and long- 
boarding along Highway 2 a couple 
of days before the race. Earlier this 
year, Kent skated 403 kilometres in 
24 hours, setting a new world record. 
Not surprisingly, he’s considered one 
of the best distance longboarders 
around, 

Not everyone completed the race. 
One kid got lost somewhere between 
Rundle Park and the LRT bridge 
(don’t worry: racers have to carry a 
cellphone with them in case of emer- 
gency), and there were a couple of 
wipeouts. Of the 145 registered rac- 
ers, 117 made the results listing. But 
overall, the race was a feat in both 
fun and athleticism. For the organiz- 
ers, this year’s turnout bodes well for 
the future of the ROGUE race and 





the sport itself. “There’s definitely 
more riders and more people looking 
for longboards,” says Tim Mercer, 
one of the race coordinators. “It’s just 
going to get more popular.” 

The competitive side of the sport 
has seen a significant upsurge in re- 
cent years. Downhill longboarding 
is serious stuff, with participants 
reaching speeds over 100 kilometres 
an hour. In B.C.’s lower mainland, 
hundreds of longboarders participate 
in high-velocity races down the kilo- 
metres-long hills and valleys. There, 
downhill longboarding is reminiscent 
of Olympic snowboard slalom races, 
with sponsorships and big prizes. 

Edmonton's lack of mountainous 
terrain pushed the folks behind Lo- 
cal One Twenty Four skate shop to 
start a different kind of race, one of 
endurance rather than pure speed. 
“Our river valley is perfect for this 
kind of endurance race,” says Mer- 
cer. “ROGUEis different because it's 
not about the ‘ups and downs, but 
the length. There's no other race in 
Canada with this distance.” 

The inaugural ROGUE race took 
place three years ago and attracted 
about 60 participants. “It's doubled 
every year since,” says Mercer. 
“Tt's now one of the biggest in the 
world.”

Now, this may not sound wholly ap- 
pealing, but hey, Sauvignon Blanc 
smells like cat piss and it’s all the 
rage. 

What's that, you say? What the 
hell is Griiner Veltliner? Alright, let’s 
back things up a bit, shall we? 

Griiner Veltliner is Austria's biggest | 
claim to fame, aside from The Sound | 
of Music and Wiener schnitzel. OK, 
I kid — but in the wine world, Griiner 
is absolutely Austria's standard-bear- 
er. It is the country’s most planted | 
grapevine, taking up over a third of 
Austria's total vineyard space. Aside 
from a few experimental plots scat- 
tered throughout the rest of the | 
world, you really won't find it grow- 
ing anywhere else. 

Since anglophones seem to have 
so much trouble with those arm’s- 
length Germanic words, 
Veltliner is commonly shortened to 
just “Griiner”; some like to take the 
first few letters of each word, stick 
them together and call it “GruVe” 
(pronounced “groovy”). Personally, 
I find this a little too flower-child for 
my tastes, but hey, whatever works. 

Around here, Griiner is more of a

seasonal wine, appearing through- 
out the early summer and linger- 
ing throughout the warm months. 
“Griiner” literally means “green” 
in German, an apt description of 
this wine; it should remind you of 
all sorts of fresh green herbs and 
veggies — dill, asparagus, peas, wa- 
tercress, lentils, and even Brussels 
sprouts. This green quality, combined 
with Griiner’s typical citrusy, dry pal- 
ate, make it one of the best summer 
whites out there. It quenches your 
thirst on a hot day and pairs per- 








fectly with all those summer salads, 

seafood, and light poultry dishes 
Though drinking Griiner when it 

is young and fresh — so as to enjoy 


it in all its crisp, refreshing glory —

SONGS SHOULD 


THAT’S WHEN IT’S BEAUTIFUL. 


Don't Think Too Much About Brendan Benson 


THE DETROIT SINGER/ 
SONGWRITER MAKES MUSIC 
THAT INSPIRES EMOTIONS, 
NOT CRITICAL ANALYSIS 





For more than a decade, Detroit's 
Brendan Benson has drawn com- 
parisons to the greats of 1970s power 
pop. And it’s not hard to. see a con- 
nection: Benson's songs have the 
meticulous polish of The Raspber- 
ries and the buoyancy and occasional 
raucousness of Big Star. His fourth 
and newest solo album, My Old, Fa- 
miliar Friend, is as rife as ever with 
that kind of old-school melody and 
charm. 

But don’t be too eager to connect 
those dots between Benson and his 
musical ancestors. It isn’t just that 
the 38-year-old didn’t listen to those 
kinds of bands growing up — it's 
that he didn’t listen to those kinds 
of bands until critics started making 
the connection for him. 

“T discovered Big Star way late,” he 
says over the phone, in the middle 
of a multi-hour wait at the Canadian 
border. “After I made my first record, 
so | would’ve been 25 or 26. It’s when 
people started mentioning them [in 
relation to my work] that I was cu- 
rious. And I’m thankful for a lot of 
it, because [laugh] they're fucking 
great. I had a bunch of records to 
pore through and discover — even 
The Beatles. I was always a Rolling 
Stones guy.” 

Benson grew up in Louisiana and 
went to high school in Michigan. He 
moved to California when his debut 
album, One Mississippi, was re- 
leased in 1996, but neither the record 
deal nor the locale stuck — eventu- 
ally Benson settled back in Detroit, 
where rent was cheap and he could 
refocus on his songwriting. 

This is where most stories about 


Benson these days pick up, because 
It was in Detroit that he met Jack 
White, of The White Stripes. Ben- 
son happened to walk into a bar one 
night and see what was apparently 
The Stripes’ very first show. He was 
impressed, and the two were intro- 
duced. They quickly became friends, 
a relationship that eventually blos- 
somed, several years later, into the 
formation of The 





Raconteurs, a 
new group co-fronted by White and 
Benson and backed by two mem- 





bers of Detroit roots-rockers The 
Greenhornes. 

The Raconteurs put out two high- 
profile records in 2006 and 2008, 
respectively, and it was there that 
Benson played for his biggest audi- 
ences yet, though he never received 
as much credit for his contributions 
as White did. When that group went 
on indefinite hiatus, Benson got right 
back in the studio, this time with pro- 
ducer Gil Norton, and came out with 
My Old, Familiar Friend. 

As for how working with White and 
the others has affected the music on 
his new album, Benson doesn’t think 
he’s the right person to ask. 

“Yeah, people want to hear the 
Raconteurs influence, or the evolu- 
tion of Brendan the songwriter,” he 
says, “but this record isn’t a very 
good gauge of that stuff, because Gil 
had such a heavy hand in it, which is 
what I wanted. I definitely had ideas 
and opinions, but after writing the 
songs, | pretty much just wanted to 
play guitar and sing 

“I wanted to leave a lot-of the de- 
cision-making to someone else, be- 
cause I've done it myself for so long. 
I couldn't bear the thought of doing it 
again — especially after being in The 
Raconteurs, where there was three 
other guys with great ideas.” 

And yet the songs on the new re-

cord don't feel like the product of 
exhaustion, or of a personal wind- 
down. On the contrary: they're 
among the brightest and most well 
crafted Benson's ever recorded. “A 
Whole Lot Better” and “Borrow” 
hit all the highest notes, but slow- 
er-burning pieces, like the tightly 
wound harmonies on “Gonowhere” 
or the ominous strings on “Garbage 
Day,” are just as addictive. Benson 
says that isn’t accidental. 

“I want [my songs] to sound easy 
on you,” he says. “They should sound 


effortless. That's when it’s beautiful. 
If you're thinking, ‘How did they do 
that?’ or ‘That's really intelligent,’ 
you've failed, | think. The object is to 
evoke emotion, and feeling, and im- 
agery — not for people to be thinking 
so much about it. [Laughs.]” 

Benson seems to be having some 
fun here with music writers — my- 
self included — who are professional- 
ly obligated to do just that: think too 
hard about what the music makes 
you feel. And maybe that’s why he 
takes particular relish in debunking 


the mood in my very favourite song 
of his. Asked why he’s drawn to slow, 
soulful piano ballads like “Jetlag” 
(from 2002's Lapalco), Benson says 
with a laugh, “I just can’t play piano 
that fast.” 

Aw, no — way to ruin the illusion, 
Brendan! 

“I know, man, sorry,” he adds. “But 
that’s your job, isn’t it?” 

Yes, I suppose it is. Hmph.

IN THIS DIGITAL AGE, WHY 
ARE INDIE MUSIC LABELS 
ACROSS CANADA EMBRACING 
CASSETTE-ONLY RELEASES? 


They're lo-fi, cumbersome, easily 
breakable: why would any 21st-cen- 
tury band release their music on an 
outmoded technology like cassette? 
Well, for one thing, as Raymond 
Biesinger of Edmonton band The 
Famines notes, cassettes fill a practi- 
cal need. There's a whole generation 
of indie rock fans who have inherited 
their parent's cars, after all, and are 
now looking for something contem-

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leases all across Canada, from Ha 
fax’s Divorce records to Vancouver's 
Isolated Now Waves. 

“I’ve always really liked the esthetic 
of tapes,” explains Kruger, who also 
runs the Put Out the James record 
distro. “Going to hardcore shows 
in the mid-’90s and people having 
demo tapes — there's a certain raw- 
ness to it. The reason that we only 
do vinyl and cassette — and 8-tracks 
when I have the time to make them 
— is that those are the formats that I 
would want to hear.” 

Far from being elitist, many cas- 
sette labels say the cheap price of 
cassettes and the quicker-than-vinyl 
production process is the impetus 
behind the format's resurgent popu- 
larity. Tapes cost between 30 and 60 
cents and with a tape duplicator (a 
device used to copy tapes that most 
tape enthusiasts can find for cheap 
on eBay), you can copy 100 tapes in 
under an hour, 

“It's just a lot more versatile and re- 
quires less of an initial investment,” 
Biesinger explains. “Which means 
that you can afford to take risks and 
put out unusual recordings and fol- 
low your whims.” 

Campaign for Infinity is a label 
based out of Montreal that releases 
music by noise-rock bands like Ultra-

or a low-cost release.” 

erre Richardson runs the Ot- 
tawa-based cassette label Bruised 
Tongue with Craig Proulx. They 
specialize in Ottawa bands like the 
psychedelic noise rockers Fucked 
Corpse, but have also released music 
from the likes of Vancouver's Totally 
Ripped and Montreal's Wax Attic. 
Richardson was able to assemble a 
tape release under his moniker Self 
Surgery in less than a day. 

“I recorded it in 20 minutes, put it 
on my computer, put it onto a master 
tape, dubbed the tapes, and printed 
out all the artwork,” Richardson 
says. “And it was done by the next 
day when I had to play a show.” 

The physical artifact of the music 
is a factor as well. Bruised Tongue, 
along with The Famines and the 
Telephone Explosion label in Toron- 
to, provide digital downloads with 
their tape releases. Bruised Tongue's 
Proulx says that with everyone put- 
ting their music on their iPods, they 
may as well have “something cool” to 
put on their shelves. 

“Something 
Tongue's case, means releasing tapes 
with unique artwork, shards of vinyl

The Famines gained some notori- 
ety here in Edmonton and beyond

for their recent tape release 14 July, 
2008, which came with~a beauti- 
fully designed 300-page booklet 
that included obsessive details about 
the recording process and personal 
information of everyone involved. 
The Fluorescent Friends label in 
Montreal has released spray-painted 
cassettes by Thames, and cassettes 
with hair glued to them by This 
Is a Trophy. 

The dodgy sound quality of cas- 
settes hasn't been a problem, either. 
Almost all of the music released in 
Canada’s cassette-tape community is 
noise, improv, harsh metal, or messy 
rock bands well-suited to the “smear- 
iness of tapes,” to use Schouten’s 
words. Nic Hughes, who puts out 
music through Isolated Now Waves 
in Vancouver, describes the sound as 
“compressed and warm” — a descrip- 
tion that also applies to the bands he 
releases from noise-rockers like Be 
Bad or The Shearing Pinx. 

There's a kind of unspoken mani- 
festo among bands and labels releas- 
ing cassettes. Everyone simply wants 
to keep things cheap, fast, and fun 
(though “fun” can be a subjective 
term, depending on your tolerance 
for noise). As Biesinger says, “The 
future of music selling probably in- 
volves incredibly practical digital 
files coupled with ... incredibly col- 
lectible pieces of art.” 

“L.think there are probably just 
more great bands coming out of 
Canada than there has been in recent 
history,” Wagg says. “I can't speak 
for anyone else, but I-can't afford to 
put all of this on wax:”

There's nothing glamourous about 
being in an indie band, folk-music 
duo Jesse Dee and Jacquie B (the “B” 
stands for Boisvert) explain to:me 
as we chat over warm beverages. In 
spite of that, Jesse says they had no 
problem deciding to quit their day 
jobs to pursue music full-time. “Mak- 
ing progress [in music] is difficult to 
do when you're tied down with a day 
job,” he says. At least he got a song 
out of it: his recent gig as a door-to- 
door newspaper subscription sales- 
man inspired the jazz-tinged “Knock 
Knock,” the opening tune on their 
new EP Greenhouse, which they'll 
release with a party at The Black Dog 
this Saturday afternoon. 

Now the pair is knocking on the 
doors of venues around the country 
booking gigs pretty much anywhere 
that will take them. (“We call it be- 
ing musical sluts,” they say with a 
laugh.) Now the Edmonton-based 
pair are whoring themselves out big- 


time: though they'll start in familiar 
territory, in B.C. then the Prairies, 
they'll hit Ontario and the Maritimes 
for the first time in October. “It takes 
a lot to get into a car and drive to 
Newfoundland — it’s a long way,” 
Jesse says, before adding that they're 
up for the challenge 

And they'll get some help along the 
way. They got to know various bands 
playing festivals whom they encour- 
aged to play in Edmonton. “Then on 
tour, they stay at our house so you re- 
ally get to know them,” Jacquie says. 
“So when we go to Toronto or Mon- 
treal, it's like reciprocation, they set 
things up for us. It’s not a new idea at 
all to indie bands in Canada, and it's 
a really small community.” 

Still, getting yourself noticed out- 
side of that small community is a big 
task. Writing thoughtful lyrics and 
meaningful melodies are important, 
sure, but an indie band has to make 
sure that their music is getting out 
there. Jesse has even done seminars 
at the Alberta Music Industry As- 
sociation teaching his fellow artists 
how to market themselves 

Hopefully, the people who attend- 
ed it were listening, because Jesse 
has a lot of fresh ideas, especially 
when it comes to taking advantage 
of the Internet. For instance, the duo

Headband was once a ubiquitous 
band, their name plastered on post- 
ers all over downtown and Whyte 
Avenue as they blasted their pulsing, 
metal-tinged stoner rock 'n’ roll at 
venues from The Empress to square 
dance nights at community halls, but 
lately they've become much more 
elusive. Questions abound: Where 
have they been? What have they 
been up to? Have they been record- 
ing, planning a tour? Are they really 
breaking up? The answers to these 
questions mostly lead to more ques- 
tions, but they do shed some light on 
the motivations and recent happen- 
ings of this soon-to-be-defunct Ed- 
monton mainstay. 

When I meet up with the band at 
their Garneau-area rehearsal space, 
I learn that not only is Headband 
returning, but they have a brand 
new, beautifully packaged, excellent- 
sounding debut LP, available only 


on vinyl! And then the band will 
be calling it quits. Sitting with the 
band members (sans guitarist Jason 
Dublanko), this seemingly inconsis- 
tent and confusing trajectory starts 
to make more sense. 

Singer/guitarist Bobby Yiannak- 
oulious lays it out in a way that even 
I can understand: “We weren't really 
playing anymore before we finished 
this record, and it was something 
we all talked about and were like, 
“Well, there’s no point to doing all of 
this work to get here and then com- 
pletely ditch it,’ so we figured that 
we'd at least do a show to give people 
the opportunity to have access to 
this release. It's a little on the vain 
side,” he laughs, “but all the work 
would be pointless if we just threw it 
all away.” 

The new album, simply titled Mu- 
sic, is more of an artifact that testi- 
fies to the eight or so years that Yi- 
annakoulious and Dublanko have 
been playing in some incarnation of 
Headband — which has been round- 
ed out by Mike Gourley on drums 
and Sean Hammermeister on bass 
for the past three. The album is be- 
ing physically released a vinyl-only 
limited edition (don’t worry, digi- 
tal generation; a download code is 
included with every record), and 


seems more like a thank-you to the 
fans than a promotional or money- 
making tool. 

Music took a year to record, the 
process financed by a series of 
square dance fundraisers. A labour 
of love this long in the making seems 
like a document the band might 
want to share with more than just 
turntable owners, but there’s a rea- 
son why they want it to exist only 
on vinyl. 

“Listening to a record is an event, 
regardless of what your opinion is 
of the album itself,” Yiannakoulious 
explains. “You know that if someone 
actually does buy this record, it's be- 
cause they're going to listen to it and 
they’re going to have to listen to it; 
there’s a process involved. You don’t 
put on a record, play 10 seconds, and 
then take it off. I don’t think I’ve ever 
done it, even when it's something like 
Moog Does Mozart or something like 
that. I'd still give it a listen.” 

So, we've got some answers: the 
band’s been on a hiatus, they're now 
returning to release an album they've 
been working on for the past year, 
and ... they're breaking up? 

Yiannakoulious explains it plainly: 
“Some things just have to die at a 
certain point. But I look at it as an 
experience we were able to have with

each other and will be good to look 
back on. We all still like each other, 
it’s really not an issue with that.” 

“Like, no one’s pissed off,” Gour- 
ley explains, “and I’m even feel- 
ing a little sad because it's so fun 
right now.” 

Headband has accomplished ev- 
erything that they had set out to do, 
even if those goals were never ex- 
actly specific.

having any aspiration other than just 
to have fun is kind of unrealistic; 
anything else is just a bonus.” 

“Not to subtract ambition from 
that — I mean, that's definitely an 
aspect,” Gourley adds. “But if you're 
not having fun, then why are you 
doing it?” 

It all makes sense now. Any final 
words about Headband, guys? Any 
lingering Headband mysteries you 
want to clear up? 

“T don’t think so” Yiannakoulious 
says. “That'd be a little too serious.”

American Classic is Willie Nelson's semi-official sequel to his great 1978 album Stardust: once again, he inter- 
prets another dozen standards from the Great American Songbook — although, of course, this album's title 
equally refers to Nelson himself, whose warm, gentle, conversational tenor is one of the most timeless voices 
in all of American pop music. But where Stardust was a daring stylistic departure for Nelson, American Classic, with Diana Krall and Norah 
Jones contributing guest vocals and Tommy LiPuma (who won a Grammy for Natalie Cole's Unforgettable) in the producer's chair, feels 
like much less of an artistic stretch or a commercial risk. That doesn't make it any less pleasant to listen to, even if none of Nelson's takes

MATT TYRNAUER ENTERS THE

The title of Matt Tyrnauer’s docu- 
mentary Valentino: The Last €m- 
peror is not meant ironically. The 
sphinxlike Italian fashion designer 
— who has dressed everyone from 
Jackie Kennedy to Julia Roberts 
— really does live like a king, like a 
spray-tanned Louis XIV, attended 
to by a small army of seamstresses 
and solicitous assistants who gladly 
do everything they can to fulfill his 
capricious demands and preserve the 
glamourous bubble that insulates him 
from any real-world concerns. At the 
end of the film, Valentino celebrates 
his 45th year in the fashion business 
(and his probable retirement) with a 
lavish celebration that Tyrnauer says 
amounted to “a $30 million three- 
day birthday party.” 

With the world financial system 
crumbling, Valentino's lifestyleseems 
obscene (even his pet pugs wear dia- 
monds!), but Tyrnauer would argue 
he’s earned it. “Look,” he says. “The 
luxury industry is a multibillion-dol- 
lar industry. You have to respect that 
Valentino was present at its creation, 
and he’s doing the real template that 
it's all based on. This is the real thing, 
and Valentino is the last survivor of 
this lost world. If you want to reject 
what Valentino is doing, then you 
have to reject Gucci and Louis Vuit- 
ton, on down to Ralph Lauren. If you 
want to do that, fine — go shop at J.C. 
Penney or make your own clothes, 
But it has every right to exist. It’s art. 
Why poch-pooh it?” 


Tyrnauer (who has profiled the 
likes of Merv Griffin and Siegfried 
and Roy for Vanity Fair) spent a year 
making Valentino: The Last Emper- 
or. It’s a fascinating autumnal profile 
of the last of the great international 
couturiers to cede control of his busi- 
ness to corporate ownership, but it’s 
also a love story about the uniquely 
symbiotic relationship between Val- 
entino, and his partner in both life 
and business, Giancarlo Giammetti. 

Tyrnauer spoke to SEE about his 
film, which has defied the economic 
climate to become one of the biggest- 
grossing documentaries of 2009. 


SEE Magazine: At one point in 
the film, Giancarlo Giammetti says, 
“One must be both strong and brave 
to speak to Valentino.” Did you find 
that to be the case? 

Matt Tyrnauer: Well, you can nev- 
er convince Valentino of anything. 
He’s like a weather system — he just 
happens to you. He lives in a total 
fantasy world that has no relation- 
ship to anyone’s reality. Most people 
could never identify with what you 
see here, but to Valentino it's com- 
pletely normal. And | always find it 
fascinating when you meet a person 
who's oblivious to the fact that they 
live in a world of utter absurdity. 

SEE: This is a terrible word for it, 
but is it a kind of insanity? 

MT: It’s a kind of gentle insanity, 
perhaps. It's just a way to be that 
most of us aren't accustomed to. 
But you don't get to be a Valentino if 
you aren't very wilful and you don't 
have the desire to have everything 
be exactly on your terms at all times. 
That's the whole Valentino method. 

SEE: Was there a long wooing pro- 
cess that had to take place before he 
agreed to open up his world to your 
cameras?

MT: I had written a story about 
hin for Vanity Fair, and I wrote it es- 
sentially as the story of a marriage, 
of Valentino and Giancarlo, which 
no one had written about before — I 
think Giancarlo was kind of pleas- 
antly shocked to see that. | was so 
impressed by their relationship, and 
I went to him with the idea of doing 
a movie. That's how I got the initial 
access. But I was never interested in 
just doing another “frockumentary”; 
it was the human story that appealed 
to me. They say there would be no 
Valentino without Giancarlo — which 
is part of the magic of their story, this 
chance encounter on the Via Veneto 
between these two guys who then 
manage to build a global empire. 


What a perfect team! There were a 
lot of other very talented designers 
around at that time, but you've never 
heard of them because they didn't 
have a person like Giancarlo to play 
off of. 

SEE: In his review of the film, 
Roger Ebert does this armchair di- 
agnosis and suggests that Valentino 
suffers from anhedonia, an inability 
to experience pleasure. Do you think 
he’s misreading him? 

MT: Well, Roger Ebert gave us a 
very nice review, so I don’t want to 
critique Roger Ebert. But I do think 
that might be a bit of a misreading. 
Pleasure for Valentino is a beauti- 
ful dress or a beautiful garden. He’s 
the most esthetic person I’ve ever 


met in my life. He’s completely mo- 
tivated by esthetics. I think he takes 
enormous pleasure in things of great 
beauty, more than anyone I’ve ever 
seen. I wish I could be as completely 
consumed by pleasure by walking 
through a rose garden. But Valen- 
tino’s pleasures are not simple ones. 
1 mean, look what it takes to get 
this guy to be happy! It takes a full- 
time staff of 70, it takes a Giancarlo, 
it takes all these people standing 
around to make conditions just right 
for him. He has a garden in France 
with a million rosebushes or some- 
thing like that, and it pleases him 
enormously, But it takes dozens of 
gardeners to get it to the place where 
he wants it to be.

Zeus would be pleased — for all of its 
talk of the randomness of the uni- 
verse, Act of God certainly lives up 
to its title. Though the documentary, 
about people whose lives have been 
changed by lightning strikes, con- 
tinually proposes that being hit is a 
chance occurrence, director Jenni- 
fer Baichwal (Manufactured Land- 
scapes) recounts their stories with 
such blatant spiritual undertones 
that it’s clear that she believes there's 
a man up in the clouds who decides 
to hurl his bolts at certain people 
chosen through some mysterious 
universal fate. 

A movie as scattered as the sparks 


of electricity it documents, Act of 


God is anchored in the personal 
testimony of those who have been 
struck by lightning (including au- 
thor Paul Auster and musician Fred 


Frith) or witnessed friends and fam- 
ily members meet their end almost 
instantly. 

Ranging from sorrow-filled tales 
from people still trying to come to 
terms with an event they can’t un- 
derstand, to inspirational anecdotes 
of people whose lives were complete- 
ly turned around literally in a flash, 
the concept has the potential to be 
a Captivating, intimate look at how 
fleeting our mortality can be and 
how vulnerable we really are to the 
enigmatic forces of nature 

It nearly succeeds, but interspersed 
between these stories are some ironi- 
cally random bits that derail the 
film’s main focus, like the discussion 
about how musical improvisation al- 
most causes mini-lightning storms

3 Days Of Peace & Music, 2 Hours Of Tedium 





TAKING WOODSTOCK

I would make a terrible hippie, espe- 
cially at Woodstock. [ hate natural 
fibres, wild abandon (particularly if 
it involves rolling in mud) makes me 
sardonic, and | very much doubt that 
I could ever use the term “far out” 
in earnest. And though being swept 
up in the general idea of hippie-dom 
— the music, the peace, the love, the 
music — can be fun from a safe dis- 
tance, Ang Lee’s new film Taking 
Woodstock isn’t a survey-style roc- 
kumentary. Instead, it’s the story of 
Elliot Tiber (Demetri Martin), whose 
festival permit helped to make that 
concert happen, and, consequently, 
become perhaps the defining musical 
and sociological event of the 1960s. 
Certainly, this could be seen as 
a refreshing take on a story we all 
know too well. And kudos to Lee 
for not indulging in a PBS retro- 
spective instead of a film, but you 


know what? That PBS retrospec- 
tive probably would have been more 
satisfying. 

Though the behind-the-scenes in- 
trigue of any idealized event can be 
interesting, especially if it compli- 
cates a universally held perspective 
on said event, Lee doesn’t want sim- 
ply to shatter any dreams, nor does he 
put a new shine on our old illusions. 
Taking Woodstock, surprisingly, tries 
to do both and ends up straddling the 


. line between mythbusting and myth- 


making rather awkwardly. 

Based on Tiber’s memoir, the film 
focuses on the weeks leading up to 
the show, when Tiber offers up his 
parent's property in White Lake, New 
York (and his previously acquired 
festival permit) as an ideal setting for 
Woodstock. Having already been run 
out of its original location by locals 
fearing an invasion by those daisy- 
wielding zombies they call hippies, 
organizers storm the Tibers’ motel, 
the €l Monaco, like a S.W.A.T. team. 
For a few moments we get to see the 
money behind the free love — the 
very real intentions of the promoters 
to make a profit off the whole affair. 
But Lee makes the dozen or so black 
suits buzzing around look more silly 
than helpful, like business groupies. 


They survey the Tibers’ land, realize 
it’s far too small and swampy, and 
are prepared to storm back to the 
city when a rock ’n’ roll sympathizer, 
dairy farmer Max Yasgur (Eugene 
Levy), is convinced by Tiber to rent 
out his grazing fields to the cause. 
The rest of the film is just a dizzy 
daze of planning that slips into a diz- 
zy daze of partying, in which Mar- 
tin mostly just walks around looking 
dumbstruck. There's a dicey coming- 
of-age plotline in there too, as Tiber 
opens up to his own sexuality and his 
desire to break free from his parents’ 
orbit. Here Martin is understated 
and watchable, balancing the crazy 
that surrounds him: there’s his com- 
pletely loony mother (Imelda Staun- 
ton), 
who are given regular opportunities 


the semi-conscious hippies 


to say something ridiculous and non- 
sensical, and the theatre troupe liv- 
ing in the Tibers’ barn, who strip off 
their clothes and writhe about every 
half hour or so, as if determined to 
make the whole movie as ludicrous 
as possible. 

Though it would seem pretty hard 
to outstupid a naked theatre troupe, 
the 10-minute scene where Tiber 
first experiments with acid manages 
to top it.

A Punishing Watch

There are many who might consid- 
er The Stoning of Soraya M. above 
reproach, that its message and mis- 
sion are beyond cinematic qualms, 
and render it unfair to be criticized 
as a movie. They might be right: the 
story of Soraya Manutchehri, an Ira- 
nian woman stoned to death in the 
1980s over false charges of infidelity 
brought forward by her vile husband 
who simply wanted to leave her for a 
14-year-old girl, certainly deserves to 
be told. To whatever extent this film 
does touch and educate audiences, I 
am in no position to criticize it. 
Personally, however, I finished 
the film more disconnected from 
the stoning than I was at the begin- 
ning. The Stoning of Soraya M. turns 
something that is harrowing, devas- 
tating, and most importantly true, 
into something so cinematically ma- 
nipulative that it rings false. It’s ba- 
sically a passion play, complete with 
JC (James Caviezel), of The Pas- 


sion of the Christ fame (oh, for the 
days when I could look at him and 
see The Thin Red Line’s wonderful 
Pvt. Witt), playing a supporting role. 
Here, JC is a French journalist who 
breaks down in a small Iranian town, 
only to effectively “bear witness” by 
listening to Shohreh Aghdashloo’s 
Zahra tell him Soraya’s (Mozhan 
Marné) story. Zahra tells him, “Voic- 
es of women do not matter here. I 
want you take my voice with you.” 
The presentation is laid on so thick 
it’s hard to imagine the story taking 
place outside the world of the movies 
— which is problematic considering, 
you know, it did. 

Of course, to call The Stoning of 
Soraya M. heavy-handed is not a 
comment on its story or themes, 
which are naturally quite weighty. 
But rather than allowing the harrow- 
ing tale to speak for itself, the camera 
interjects with a bevy of hamfisted 
flourishes. At times it borders on 
ridiculous: jarring close-up after jar- 
ring close-up, close-ups of birds, of 
water, of dirt, of eyes, mixed in with 
soaring, circling shots, zooms, cuts 
between random mid-shots of ran- 
dom torsos to long shots of the des- 
ert to ever more close-ups of pretty 
much everything contained therein. 
And of course there is plenty of slo- 
o-ow mo-o-otion, all of it set to dra- 
matic crescendos and incomprehen-

sible editing. It’s outright distracting 
— and this isn't just the stoning scene, 
which one could allow. It’s the entire 
movie, which includes a ridiculous 
out-of-story, bookend chase scene 
featuring JC himself. 

I pretty much hated this movie, 
which is hard to say without sound- 
ing like a bad person. I understand 
that the story is important, and | 
know that it’s supposed to be uncom- 
fortable and difficult to sit through. 
But that should be (and would have 
been) because of the content, not 
because of terribly overplayed, and 
entirely superflious stylings wedged 
in to create dramatic tension where 
it already existed, and add a cheap af- 
fectedness to a genuinely devastating 
event. Leave ‘the manipulation for 
stories that can’t accomplish the task 
on their own.

Two people getting to know one an- 
other is probably the most fascinat- 
ing thing to watch. Everyone enters 
a relationship with expectations: our 
upbringing, past experiences, and 
desires all colour the way we see each 
other and how we interact.

Why did you decide that you wanted to start a project 
featuring artists in their studios? 

Aaron: | had been thinking about it for a while, because art- 
ists’ spaces are so unique and tell a lot about them. But visu- 
ally it was almost a play on old photos of people like Jasper 
Johns or Robert Rauschenberg working in their studios in Life 
magazine back in the ‘50s. What amazed me was that they 
were these guys whose names were bigger than anything 
else, but these pictures really humanized them.

Which studios stood out for you?

and his studio just reminded me of something that could be a 
super photography studio with a gallery in the front, shooting 
space in the back, and it looked like a little café on the second 
floor. | thought it was great 

Aaron: | liked Nick Johnson's solarium. | could just hang out 
in there all day. It was sunny, there are trees, so much light, 
shag carpet, and his old desk. Everything just fit. It was like a 
hug of a room. | loved it. 


Did you notice any recurring themes between the 
spaces? 

Aaron: After the first three, | figured that everybody was go- 
ing to have a cat. And| was almost more surprised to find out 
when places didn't have pets, just because it seemed so nat- 
ural for people like Nick [Johnson] and Raymond [Biesinger] 
and Jenny [Keith-Hughes], whose work seemed almost de- 
pendent on their pets being around. But then Allen Ball's was 
just a workspace within a work building. That kind of leads 
to home spaces where these people are living and working 





versus some places that were purely workspaces. 

Eugene: Same with Adriean [Koleric]. He had a nice house 
and that basement was like an apartment on its own, which 
| thought was cool. It looked like an adult playroom with all 
the toys. 


Speaking of cats, you ended up with a souvenir from 
this project. Care to elaborate? 

Aaron: | got a kitten. We wanted to go shoot in Jenny Keith- 
Hughes’ office and she was like, “There's kittens there.” | 
wouldn't say I'm a cat nerd, but | do like cats, and she men- 
tioned that one hadn't been adopted yet so | took it. It's awe- 
somely a jerk. It's the cutest thing in the world, but it's a kitten 
and a pain in the ass sometimes. It made me realize | should 
never have real children.

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What explanation can there be for this year’s 
dramatic uptick in Fringe attendance? (Ed- 
monton theatregoers bought 92.100 tickets 
this year — up from 77,800 in 2008.) Was it 
the unusually good weather? Was “Stage a 
Revolution” a catchier title than last year's 
head-scratcher, “The Big Kahuna"? Or do | 
now have to eat crow for having argued a cou- 
ple of weeks ago that the rampant prolifera- 
tion of BYOVs would only scare new audiences 
away from buying any tickets at all?

Pynchon Does Lebowski 


APOTHEAD PRIVATE EYE 
UNCOVERS A LABYRINTHINE 
CONSPIRACY (WHAT ELSE?) IN

INHERENT VICE 
By Thomas Pynchon. Penguin Press. 369 pp. $35.

In 2003, Thomas Pynchon came out 
of reclusiveness just long enough 
to lend his voice to two guest spots, 
playing himself, on The Simpsons. It 
was a perplexing move, considering 
the prolific author has never been 
interviewed, and some of his most 
recent known photographs are from 
his high school yearbook. In one 
of the episodes, “Diatribe of a Mad 
Housewife,” cartoon Pynchon, wear- 
ing a bag over his head, contributes 
the following blurb for the flap of 
Marge's novel: 
Thomas Pynchon loved this book. 
Almost as much as he loves camer- 
as.” We'll never know exactly why he 
chose to do the show, but my guess is 
because it was hilarious. 

Pynchon’s latest book, Inherent 
Vice, is a similarly perplexing ex- 
ploit: At 369 pages, it’s a relatively 
jaunty follow-up to 2006's Against 
the Day, a 1,085-page meditation on 
... okay, I don’t know. Eleven hundred 
pages! And it has math in it! (I didn’t 
read it.) But beyond its brevity, Vice 
is uncharacteristic for Pynchon be- 
cause it's a pulpy noir detective story. 
Also because it's a psychedelic stoner 
comedy. Maybe Pynchon’s been read- 
ing Raymond Chandler and watch- 
ing Cheech and Chong movies, but 
since the odds of him ever granting

anyone an interview are, well, nil, 
we'll never know exactly where this 
one came from. 

Larry “Doc” Sportello is a private 
investigator (a “gumsandal” — he 
wears huarache sandals and an ankle 
holster) and a pothead, surfing the 
final waye of hippiedom in southern 
California. The year is 1970, chosen 
because Charles Manson's presence 
hangs in the air as justification for 
paranoia and fear of all things free 
and communal. Like any good noir, 
this one begins with a visit and a 
request from a beautiful woman — 
namely, Shasta Fey, an ex-girlfriend 
of Doc's, who's of course more beach 
bunny than femme fatale. She asks 
Doc to get to the bottom of a scheme 
to have her lover, a real estate mogul, 
committed to an insane asylum. 

The plot, as Pynchon plots are 
wont to do, only gets convoluted 
from there, and eventually encom- 
passes everything from heroin car- 
tels to tax-evading dentists, Ethel 
Merman-loving thugs to zombies. 
A characteristically Pynchonian 
cast of characters (with names like 
Puck Beaverton, Trillium Fortnight, 
and Denis “whose name everybody 
pronounced to rhyme with ‘penis’”) 
rounds things out. 

Making Vice out to be a big old 
quirkfest isn’t intended to be a knock 
against the book. It's the house style 
with Pynchon, and a connecting 
thread between this and his other 
works. The unwieldy scenarios are 
his way of demonstrating that hu- 
man life is messy and entropic: try- 
ing to make sense of things (social, 
political, metaphysical, the plot of 
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this damn book, etc.) always re- 
sults in a movement towards greater 
chaos. 

Pynchon’s cleverly named but gen- 
erally poorly developed characters 
have been a point of criticism, but 
especially here, their cardboard na- 
ture helps create a milieu of detach- 
ment and loss. And by the end, Doc 
shows surprising depth, once the fog 
of pot smoke has lifted. Though be- 
fore this happens, from the uncom- 
fortable moment he greets a black 
client as “my brother” to the instance 
he drools in a meeting because he’s 
slipped into reminiscence over a par- 
ticularly tasty cheeseburger, Doc is a 
buffoon through and through. And 
his buffoonery is the perfect foil for a 
plot stuffed with too many twists and 
turns to hold the reader’s interest on 
its own. After all, if the detective 
can’t remember what just happened, 
why should we? 

And as if there weren't enough 
going on in this book, framing the 
detective story is a larger, more im- 
penetrable mystery: what the fu- 
ture holds. 
we know that Reaganism, suburban 
housing developments, the Informa- 
tion Age, etc. are on their way, but 
the characters are just waiting “for 
the fog to burn away, and for some- 
thing else this time, somehow, to be 
there instead.” I think the most tell- 
ing moment comes when Doc uses 
an actual Internet prototype, the 
ARPAnet, to find some informa- 
tion he needs, despite his colleague's 
warning that it “takes souls.” There's 
a necessary sadness in change, even 


From where we stand, 


if we're prepared. What really makes 
Inherent Vice great is this aching and 
palpable sadness, and Pynchon, not 
getting too close, is able to capture it 
beautifully, like a filmmaker finding 
the perfect distance from which to 
frame his final shot. 

Ultimately, though, I still get the 
sense that Pynchon’s fine with some- 
one picking up his book just to laugh 
at all the oddball jokes. There's a 
moment where Doc, watching TV 


in a Vegas hotel room, lands on the | 


movie Godzilligan’s Island. You can 
almost picture (well, maybe not pic- 
ture) Pynchon giggling to himself 
as he writes this passage, a digres- 
sion which actually includes a recap 
of a scene in which the castaways 
meet the monster. How does it end? 
Characteristically, Doc falls asleep 
halfway into the movie and wakes 
up the next day to “Henry Kissing- 
er on the Today show going, ‘Vell, 
den, ve schould chust bombp dem, 
schouldn’t ve?” 

For my money, at least on first 
reading, these moments are some of 
the greatest pleasures the book of- 
fers: I couldn't tell you exactly who 
dun what in Inherent Vice, but I can 
tell you about Godzilligan’s Island, 
and I’m okay with that.

Dystopian Future? 


FEDERAL FUNDING CUTS 
WILL MAKE IT EVEN HARDER 
FOR THE LOCAL SCIENCE 
FICTION MAGAZINE ON SPEC 
TO PROMOTE ITSELF 


On Spec is an Edmonton-based sci- 
ence fiction magazine that has won 
awards and launched many literary 
careers over its 20-year lifespan. 
It was founded in 1989 by a small 
group of writers across Canada who 
were frustrated by the lack of pub- 
lishing opportunities in Canada, and 
so decided to pioneer a magazine 
that promoted intelligent and uncon- 


| ventional science fiction writing for 


Canadian authors. 

But their ability to reach new read- 
ers has been compromised, thanks 
to new rules at the Department of 
Canadian Heritage. In late February, 
it was announced that funding will 
be cut for periodicals with less than 
5,000 in sales — On Spec included. 
The changes has managing editor 
Diane Walton worried for the future 
of not just her magazine, but also the 
many other small literary magazines 
across Canada. 

“Financially, we'll be losing around 
$10,000,” she says. “Others will lose 
more or less that. We can probably 
survive by cutting back on special 
projects, hopefully not staff. We have 
one part-time employee. Fortunately, 
other grants have increased, but we 
can't depend on that. We'll make do, 
but others will fold.” 

Other grants from bodies such as 
the Canada Council and the Alberta

dian and international publishing 
scene is wider than that total-may 
suggest. 

“We like to think of it as a proving 
ground for new writers,” she says. 
“A lot of our writers have gone on to 
publish novels with large publishers 
because they were in On Spec. It gets 
the attention of the editors at pub- 
lishers like [New-York-based science 
fiction and fantasy house] Tor when 
they see their name in our maga- 
zine. They’re more likely to read 
their manuscripts if they recognize 
them.” 

Writers like Cory Doctorow, Karl 
Schroeder, and Peter Watts have ap- 
peared in On Spec, and former editor 
Holly Phillips launched her career 
there. And even if mainstream Ca- 
nadians aren't necessarily picking up

Foundation for the Arts, support 
specific costs such as publishing, 
writer fees, and printers. But the loss 
of the Canadian Heritage Grant hits 
the small magazines where it hurts: 
promotion. Walton recently returned 
from the World Science Fiction Con- 
vention in Montreal to introduce 
On Spec to an international audi- 
ence, which is the kind of promo- 
tional activity that the grant would 
support. 

“This particular grant 
magazines to do special projects 
like promoting at book fairs, or up- 
dating their websites or redesigning 
the magazines,” Walton says. “It's 
a very flexible grant in that regard 
— other grants usually must go to- 
wards paying writers or printers. 
There's nothing specific for pro- 
motions to enhance the ability to 
market better.” 

While On Spec's circulation is 
small — between subscriptions and 
newsstand sales, the magazine sells 
around 600 issues copies per month 
— Walton believes that the publica- 
tion’s impact on the larger Cana- 


allows 


small literary magazines, editors, and 
publishers certainly do, and they're 
a place where emerging writers can 
publish and be noticed. 

“The fact remains,” Walton says, 
“that writers who go on to win huge 
prizes — the Yann Martels — they all 
started in small magazines. If they 
go, it will be 10 one harder for them 
to get the exposure.” 

At this point, regrettably, it seems 
that Canadian Heritage’s decision 
will stand. But despite the chilly 
political climate for small Cana- 
dian magazines, the situation isn’t 
hopeless: Walton is urging read- 
ers to vote with their subscription 
cards. 

“What can people do?” she asks. 
“Write nasty letters to your MP and 
get form letters back. Or you can go 
out and buy Canadian magazines. 
There are only two science fiction and 
fantasy magazines in Canada. One 
is On Spec, the other one is much 
smaller. We should be able to get to 
market. Even if you don't read sci- 
ence fiction, maybe you have an uncle 
who does.”
